Yefterday arriv’d the 5 Mails due from Holland. 


From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Dec. 23. 
Naples, Nov. 29. 
HE 25th Inftant about soco Foor 
were fent from hence, on board a Ship 
and feveral Tartans, under the Com- 
mand of General Wetzel. ’Tis faid 
they are to atrempt the Reducti- 
on of Orbitello, Porto-Hercole, and Longone, in 
Tufcany, the Garrifons of which are faid to be very 
weak. 

Leghorne, Nov. 30. The Lyon, a Privateer of 
Zealand, arriv’d here. fome Days ago, with a French 
Prize teken going from Marfeilles to the Levanr. 
The Sufanna another Privateer of Zealand is fail’d 
from hence a cruifing; as is alfo 2 Ship commanded 
by the Chevalier Pallavicini, carrying the Colours 
of King Charles III. The York, an Englifh Man 
of War is arriv’d here, and has landed the Prince 
della Riccia in his Return from Barcelona to. Na- 
ples: SHe came out with 21 other Englih and 
Durch Men of War, of which 17 are arriv’d here, 
under the Command of Rear-Admiral Dilkes, with 
a Veanfport-Ship and a Firefhip. 

From the An:werp Courant dated Decemb. 23. 

Toulon, Decemb. 9. By Order from Court 16 
Men of War of from 40 to 70 Guns are fitting out 
bere. Yefterday Sail’d 3 Frigates from hence, ha- 
ving on board a confiderable Sum of Money and a 
good Number of Officers for Meffina, Men are 
kept atc Werk, Night and Day, on new Fortificati- 
ons about this Place. 

Vienna, Decemb. 10, The 8th Inftant Prince Eu- 
gene arriv’d here from Italy, accompany’d by the 
Coun's of Harsch and Sr. Julian. Count Martinitz 
is alfoarriv’d. The 7th Count Wratiflaw arriv’d 
from the Hague; and having given the Emperour an 
Account of his Negociations, the Emperour prefent- 
ed him with his Picture fet with Diamonds. The 
Conferences about the Projects for the enfuing Cam- 
paign, will {peedily be begun ; and from the Refult 
of them it will be known, whether Prince Engene 
will go to Spain to command the Troops of King 
Charles, or to the Mofelle to command an Army 
there. Some fay there are Letters from Sr. Robert 
Suton at Conftantinople of the 28th of October, 
which {ay thatthe Turks make no Preparations of 
War, and have no other Thoughts than of keeping 
the Peace ; which Advice is quite contrary to what 
the Imperial Refident Taelman wrote from Con- 
ftantinople the 13thof October: And we hear the 
Britith Envoy here bas thereupon complain’d of the 
divulging of the groundleis Advice fent by M. Ta- 
elman, as tending tothe Differvice of the Common 
Caufe. Prince Eugene exprels’d very much Concern 
when be heard of the unfortunate End of Sr.Cloudf- 
ly Shovel, having made a clofe Friendfhip with 
him. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Dec. 16. 

Letrers from Vienna of the 3d of this Month im- 
port, thar the Calvinifts of Silefia have caus'd a 
Memorial to be prefeated co the Emperour by Count 
Kirsky, reprefenting, that they ought to be compre- 
headed wich the Lutherans in the Treaty made be- 
tween his Imperial Majefty and the King of Swe- 
den, as having been comprehended under the Name 
of the Lusherans in the Treaty of Peace of Weft- 
phalia; and therefore praying that his Imperial Ma- 
jexy will reftore them to their Rights, and let them 
enjoy the fame Advantages as the Lutherans. This 
was feconded by the Minifters of Sweden, 
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Great Britain, and Holland. Thefe Letters add,that 
the Courc bad told the Swedith \.initter, thar, the 
Emperor was cetermin’d to execute punctually the 
‘Treaty made with his Swediih Majetty ; bur that as 
the Interpretation of the iieacy cf Wettphalia did 
nor belong folely to the Emperour and the King of 
Sweden, the other Potentares in:erefted in that Trea- 
ty ought to be confulted. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Dec. 24, 

Vienna, Decemb. 10. Baron Siralenheim Envoy 
of the King of Sweden in Silefia, has deliver'd a 
Memorial to the Iinperial Commiilioners there,con- 
taining among other things a Demand that the Lu- 
therans fhould be admined to all publick Cffices, by 
virtue of the 9h Paragraph of the Agreement; ad- 
ding, that his Mafter referv’d to himtelf a power of 
returning with his Troops into Silefia, unlefs this 
were done, and the Churches and Eccletiaftical Re- 
venues reftor’d to the faid Froteftants before the End 
of February. *Tis alledg’d here, that this Minifter 
demands more in his Memorial than is imported by 
the Tenour of the Treaty ot Weftphalia, and alfo 
more than was premifed on the part of the Emperor; 
That the Treaty of Alt-Ranftad thall be perform’d 
according to the Leiter, that this Court will nor 
fubmit to any new Demand. Accordingly pofitive 
Orders are actually difpatch’d for the entire Execa- 
tion of the Treaty, but ‘tis fear'd the King of Swe- 
den will interpret that Treaty in a different manner 
than theImperial Minifters ; the rather becaufe Baron 
Stralenheim has receiv’d Orders to rake the Calvi- 
nifts of Silefia under the Protection of his Swedith 
Majefty. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Dec. 23. 

Amfterdam, Decemb.23. Letters from Milan of the 
6th of this Month import, that Prince Eugene on 
his leaving that Place to go to the Court of Vienna, 
left the Governinent of the City tothe Grand Chan- 
ceHor according te Cuftom, and the Command of 
military Affairs inthe Duichy to General Vifconti. 
’Tis talk’d that his Highnefs is willing to go over ro 
Spain, provided he be furnifh’d with a fufficient 
Number of Troops,and with the neceflary Funds for 
enabling him to re-eftablish the Affairs of the Allies 
there : Which is extremely with’d for, by thofe 
who look upon the fupporting of King Charles III 


as the only Means to procure a folid Peace. They 


continue at Final to embark the Troops defign'd for 
Catalonia, under the Convoy of 14 Brith and 
Durch Men of War, that are in the Sea of Genoa, 
They write from Roveredo the 11th, that the Troops 
of HeffeCaffel had pafs'd by there the oth in their Way 
for Germany through Tirol, and th2c their Foot be- 
gan to arrive therethe roih. Part of them are ftop'd 
at Buffolengo in the Breffan, on a Demand made of 
Satisfaction for fome Damage which the Iohabicants 
pretend to have from the Heilians after the 
Battle of Caflano: We fhal! quickly kuow whither 
this Difpute be made up. The Advices from Vienna 
of the 10th confirm, that the Affairs of Hungary 
feem tending to an Accommodation ; notwithftand- 
ing Prince Ragorski had on his Part fummonn’d an 
Aflembly, which was to meet at Caffovia the 5th, 
in Order to counter-ballance the Affembly at Tir 
nau. They add, that Diffentions increafe among 
the Malecontents, and that the People perceive 
plainly that the Aim of the Leaders is only to in- 
rich themfelves by continuing the War. King Charles 
making earneft follicitations for powerful Succours, 
Ways are fought to fend them him, withour weak- 
ning the Army in Italy : It has been propos'd to fend 
half the Troops that are in the Kingdom of Na- 
ples,and fupply theirRoom by new Levies of —
